JAPANESE IN CALIFORNIA, 


oO . Sept, 12, 

The “Timea” correspondent at Washington sate that according 
to the “New York Times,” the Washington authorities hope that by 
granting proper rights to Japanesa already in America Japan will agree 
to prohibit Japanese labourers and farmers from entering the United 
States, otherwise, unless some arrangement acceptable to Californis 
§s quickly conelnded, America will experience another of its periodical 
anti-Asiatic agitationa, The Democratic platform has a plank 
‘pledging the Federal Governments’ support of the views of tha States 
concerned and Senator Harding recently made a similar statement, 
The Washington Government is determined to settle the. controversy 
and prevent further objectionable legislation in California. The 
“Times” has reason to believe that America intends proving her 
goodwill foward Tokio. by withdrawing active abjections to the 
Saghalien arrangement. :

ft to make or mar domestic happiness and comfort. 
Es It is generally conceded. we think, that the Chinese bouzehold 
servant of to-day is not tu be compared with the “boy 7 of “the 
good old days.” He is not so efficient, he is lazier and, worst 
of all. ha is far more “independent “—perhaps “cheeky “would be 
pthe better word. We are, of course. dealing with the class as 2 
B-whole. Generally speaking. we think that a fair statement of the 
fects. There are exceptions, admittedly, and they are happy 
folk who koow tbat from experience. “We know people in this 
t Colony who are served, and served well, year in and year out, 
Bithe same domestics as they have had in their employ for a decade or 
Ssoore. They find thas things go quite smoothly as they are and see 
Bno necessity for registration. And here we touch a point which 
mperhzps has much to do with this master of unsatisfactory servants. 
Bitis this: No matter how good or capable your servant mas be, 
pif be isnot properly handled he..will soon develop objectionable 
£ teristics. Somay it not be the cage that many of these 
Epeople who most loudly complain of tha shostcomings of their 
boy are themselves to blame? It takes time and patience to 
perain a Chinese servant, but we fear that some hodsewives give 
either the one nor exercise the other in their dealings with their 
ehold stalls. Those.to whom this little criticism justly ‘applies 
or ever changing their “ boys.” and it is hardly surprising that 
soon get e bad reputation amongst the servant class and are 
only able to pick up the worst type of employee. 
aking agsin generally, we incline to think that there is 
ually something wrong with the household which cannot keep 
- Bervents or which always gets unsatisfactory service if 
, does. On the other hand, of conrse, there are 
rants who will abuse the kindliest of treatment, a 
ement which many foreigners in Hongkong could amply bear ont.

Manila, for instance, 
‘has been the hame of many sug- 
gestiana, bot Hongkong need not 
have a great deal to fear as 
regards rivalry from that com- 
paratively far-removed port, But 
Hongkong cannot afford to 
sit “mum™ for ever. If it is 
going to maintain its supremacy 
as the great clearing house for 
Southern China it must be pre- 
pared to saya little more abont 
itself: be prepared to “boost” 
its wonderful facilities and un- 
axampled position. On the Pacific 
coast of America there is a great 
dea) of publicity rivalry now 
being worked off -between the big 
ports—Seattle, San Francisco, 
Los Angeles, ete., far the traders 
im these centres have coma 
to realise that if they are 
to catch the  trans-Pacific 
trade they have‘to make widels- 
known the merits and sarvices of 
their respective parts. We hava 
just received avary well produced 
little booklet from Eos Angeles 
which sats out in well-got-op 
pages of photographs and latter- 
press the trade sdvantages of the 
port. Tho foreword says>—* Los 


{Angeles desires to present to the 


world advantages as a world 
mark And it does so in real 
earnest. The shipping facilities, 
the room for industrial 
enterprises, the proximity to 
California’s best growing districts, 
the efiicient public, services, are 
all set out and by tha time one 
has read a few pages, one is 
convinced that Los Angeles is a 
go-ahead city to which a business 
man might turn his attentions 
with promt. At Home we have 
seen that some of the bigger 
towns are now issuing brochures 
for the purpese of attracting 
manufacturers. Among the 
Treaty Ports of the coast of China 
there is as vet no such keen 
Tivalry, but with the building of 
railways and the linking up of, 
the interior there will oatoralls 
be greater grawth for the well- 
favoured places.

INTERRUPTED TRIP 
RESUMED. 


With regard to Mr. Ricon’s 
flight from Hongkong to Haip- 
hong. with M. Painleve as pas- 
sencer, the local office of the 
Asiatic Petroleum Company has 
received some interesting details 
from the Hoihow branch. These 
are to the effect that the seaplane 
arrived at Hoihow on the sama 
day as it left Hongkong ( Thurs- 
gay last), having accomplished 
the trp in five .hoors. The 
same afternoon there was a 
heavy squall daring which .a 
small beat callided with the 
machine which was lying at 
anchorage and damaged one of 
its planes. The damage was. 
however, repaired and at 2 p.m. 
on Friday the fight to Haiphong 
was resumed, with M. Painleve 
aboard. There was no gasolene 
available at Hoihow, but the 
seaplane took on board a fresh 
sopply of "Shell™ aviation spirit 
which the Asiatic Petroleum 
Company had caused to be sent 
so Hoihow for the porpose. 


STOWAWAYS: 
ON EMPRESS BOAT. 


Two Chinese who stowed away 
oa the Empress of Asia were this 
morning charged be Mz. GS. 
Orme by Sergeant Spiers. 

It was stated that an arrange- 
ment was made by the father of 
one of the prisoners to take them 
to Vancouver, a Filipino 
bandsman of the sbip being 
concerned in the mater of 
providing contealment and 
nourishment for the stowaways. 
Apparensiy they were concealed 
in the cabin of the handsman, 
ard a round trip to Vancouver 
and back was completed before 
the stowaways were discovered. 
Two of the bandsmen left the 
vessel at Manila, and in view of 
this a charge “could not be 
brough! against any of the re- 
mining bandsmen who could be 
counted on to bring an accusation 
agains: the departed ones. 

The Captain of the Empress boat 
stated that there were numerous 
siowaways on every trip, and 
the Superintendent of the Com- 
pany had at length decided to 
bring the matter into Court.
